(Matt. 5:17-20)

E SAW last week that the Sermon 
on the Mount, of which the verses 
to be considered this week are a part, 
sets forth the principles that were to 
form the constitution, as it were, of the 
Kingdom of Heaven on earth that the 
Lord Jesus Christ proclaimed was “at 
hand.” Although the Kingdom was re- 
jected by the Jews, and these principles 
were, in their literal application to the 
government of the earth, postponed un- 
til the Lord’s return, we saw that they 
‘have a moral application to believers 
today, since they are embodied in the 
teaching of the Epistles. 

However, the Lord Jesus made it very 
clear to those to whom he gave the 
Sermon on the Mount that the state- 
ment of these principles in no way set 
aside the Law. He had come, He said, 
not to destroy the Law given by God 
to Moses, but to fulfill it (Matt. 5:17). 
He lived in perfect obedience to the 
Mosaic Law (John 8:46; Matt. 17:5; 1 
Pet. 2:21-23). Every detail of the Law 
must continue and be fulfilled, He said 
(v. 18). 

Does it seem strange, then, that Christ 
continued His sermon, by what may 
seem, at first, like a correction of the 
Law (vv. 21-47)? He first stated the 
common interpretation of various parts 
of the Law, and then added, “But I 
say unto you...” Then He gave a 
much more strict interpretation. 

The explanation lies in the fact that 
the scribes and Pharisees and doctors 
of the Law had, down through the 
years, hedged the Law about with 
countless interpretations and traditions 
so that the Law had been made of no 
effect. The Lord Jesus stripped away 
these man-made changes and revealed 
the pure and spiritual meaning of the 
Law. In doing so, He asserted His 
supreme authority. It was this same 
supreme authority that was attested to 
at the Transfiguration, when God’s 
voice from the cloud declared, “This is 
my beloved son, in whom I am well 
pleased; hear ye him” (Matt. 17:5). 
It was the same authority with which 
the Lord Jesus rebuked the Pharisees 
(Matt. 21:23-27), healed the. sick, cast 
out demons (Luke 4:33-37), raised the 
dead (John 11:41-44), and announced 
to His disciples (Matt. 28:18). 

As we read Christ’s authoritative in- 
terpretation of the Law in all its sever- 
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ity, and remember His Word to. the 
lawyer, “This do, and thou shalt live” 
(Luke 10:28), we must conclude hope- 
lessly, “Who then can live?” It is right 
here that the Law, which is God’s per- 
fect standard of conduct for man, be- 
comes the schoolmaster (Gal. 3:24) to 
lead us to Christ. He not only gave His 
authority to and perfectly kept the Law, 
but by His death on the cross He be- 
came a curse for us and purchased our 
redemption from the penalty of the 
Law. Thus He made it possible for 
God to bestow upon all believers the 
righteousness of Christ. Under His 
righteousness we are made free from 
the Law. Whereas the Law says to us, 
“Do,” grace through Christ says, 
“Done!” What we could never do to 
obey the Law, Christ has done for us 
by His perfect obedience, and we stand 
clothed in the righteousness of Christ 
(Rom. 5:17-19). 

It is to Christ, then, and not to the 
keeping of the Law, that the believer 
looks, for redemption, for righteousness 
(Phil. 3:8, 9), for access to God (Heb. 
4:14-16), and for acceptance (Eph. 1: 
6, 7). . Are you looking to Him and 
recognizing and acknowledging His au- 
thority over all that concerns you?

How Do. Promises of God 
Apply to Jewish Proselytes 
and Converts? 


How will the promises of God to His 
Chosen People affect those who are 
not Jews but who have embraced the 
Jewish religion (proselytes)? What 
about those Jews who have accepted 
Christ?—A Wyoming reader. 

There are ‘certain specific promises 
given to national Israel in the Old Tes- 
tament that are yet to be fulfilled. The 
inference is that these promises are 
based on a national physical relation- 
ship—a nation chosen by God that will 
be restored to a place of blessing. There 
is no indication that Jewish proselytes 
would expect to be in the same position 
of national blessing as a natural born 
Jew. While a proselyte would engage 
in the ceremonial aspects of Judaism, 
he would not be a Jew according to the 
flesh. 

The Jew today stands in the same re- 
lationship as the Gentile: he needs to 
repent and receive Jesus Christ as his 
Lord and Saviour. In Christ there is 
neither Jew nor Gentile, neither circum- 
cision nor uncircumcision « “availeth 
anything” (Gal. 3:28; 5:6; 6:15). A con- 
verted Jew becomes a member of the 
Body of Christ. 

While nationally God has a future 
purpose for Israel, some details of this

What's Right About Job? 


OB suffered and did not know why. His efforts at self- 
justification led him up a blind alley. His friends fared 

no better. God Himself was the answer, not Job’s righteous- 
ness (as he said), or his wickedness (as his friends said). 


But while we see the futility of Job’s efforts to demand 
an answer from God, we dare not overlook the fact that 
he did lead a righteous life that sets a standard for believers 
today, who should add to their faith virtue, knowledge, 
temperance, patience, godliness, brotherly kindness, and char- 
ity—to summarize 2 Peter 1. 


The twenty-ninth and thirty-first chapters of Job give 
us much to consider if we are interested in making of our 
faith a practical demonstration of righteousness. We cannot 
overlook the fact that we have been “made the righteousness 
of God in him” (Jesus Christ), but also we need to remind 
ourselves of the practical outworking of righteousness in 
our daily lives. 


A Sunday school teacher asked his class, “What is this 
righteousness? Paying your taxes and not cutting corners 
on your Form 1040?” No, that is not how a man becomes 
righteous in God’s sight, to secure salvation, but it is part 
of being a righteous man. 


Now look at Job for a moment. He said he “put on 
righteousness, and it clothed me.” How? “I delivered the 
poor that cried, and the fatherless, and him that had none 
to help him . . . I caused the widow’s heart to sing for 
joy ... I was eyes to the blind, and feet was I to the lame 
... and I brake the jaws of the wicked” (Job 29:12-15, 17). 
This is practical Christian righteousness. 


His plaintive cry comes in question form in chapter 31, 
yet how it reminds us of the high moral standards required 
of Christians today: 


“If I have walked with vanity, or if my foot hath hasted 
to deceit... 


“If my step hath turned out of the way, and mine heart 
walked after mine eyes . . . 


“If mine heart have been deceived by a woman, or if I 
have laid wait at my neighbor’s door . . . 


“If I did despise the cause of my manservant or of my 
maidservant . . . [Job’s high view of his servants, and his 
reasons for it, 31:15, cause us to wonder how this should 
affect our attitude to the Negro today]. 


“If I have withheld the poor . . . 

“If I have seen any perish for want of clothing. . . 
“If I have lifted up my hand against the fatherless . . . 
“If I have made gold my hope. . . 


“If I rejoiced at the destruction of him that hated me, or 
lifted up myself when evil found him. . .” 
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This is New Testament righteousness exemplified. It did 
not justify Job before God, or give him the right to demand 
a hearing beforé God, but what a vivid example of prac- 
tical righteousness for believers today to follow, by the 
grace and mercy of God! 
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Using Communism’s Threat 


REACHERS and writers have a convenient club today: 

Communism. It seems that almost any appeal is justi- 
fied on the basis that it is the only answer to Communism. 
They may start with the Word of God and expound it, 
but apparently this is not sufficient; so Communism is 
brought in as the real clincher. Communism has. been used 
as a reason for church separation. It has been used to spur 
missionary action. It has been used to call young people 
to consecration. We have been urged to evangelize and 
to produce literature to stop Communism. Only revival 
will spare America from Communism, they say. Where 
will it end? Even a life of sanctification and holiness is 
now demanded because it is the answer to Communism. 


No one can doubt the serious menace of Russian Com- 
munism to the United States. Harry Schwartz in his book, 
The Red Phoenix (Frederick A. Praeger, Inc., New York 3) 
says, “Any shift of world power in the Communist favor 
during 1961-75 comparable to that which took place from 
1946-60 might turn into reality Khrushchev’s dream of 
world Communism. Defeat for the United States in the 
world struggle is not yet a foregone conclusion. But in 1961 
such defeat is far more threatening than could possibly have 
been foreseen—even by Stalin, we suppose—in 1945.” 

But even this is not the reason why God’s people ought 
to be holy or separated, or why they ought to give to mis- 
sions, or why young people should be obedient to the Lord. 
The Apostle Paul does not argue from this basis. He does 
not call believers to be clean vessels, to give liberally, or to 
present their bodies as living sacrifices because this would 
save their skins economically or politically, or spare them 
from persecution. The only justification for urging believ- 
ers to be holy and to be yielded is that it is the will of God, 
“This is the will of God, even your sanctification,” says 
Paul (1 Thess. 4:3). ‘“‘Prove the will of God,” he says 
(Rom. 12:2). The holiness of God demands that His people 
be holy and undefiled. The suffering and sovereignty of 
Jesus Christ demand complete surrender. The only justi- 
fiable appeal from the pulpit and in the religious press is on 
this basis. 

It may be that a revival of holiness in the church is the 
means God will use to spare America. Church history indi- 
cates the reverse is sometimes true: holiness follows perse- 
cution. Persecution is a refining process. It may be that 
secularism, materialism, and pseudo-Christianity are greater 
threats than Communism. But whatever the threat, it 
should not be used as a club to spur people to separate them- 
selves from the world unto God. The only justification 
necessary is, “This is the will of God . . . Thus saith the 
Lord.” 
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@ The Cuban government has launched a fresh 
attack against the Roman Catholic Church. It has 
accused priests and nuns of plotting to overthrow 
the regime of Premier Fidel Castro and has 
charged that the clergy was acting as an agent 
for United States Intelligence. The move was 
foreshadowed by denunciations of the clergy by 
newspapers, radio stations, and groups of Castro 
supporters in the wake of anti-Communist dem- 
onstrations outside a church on September 10. 


@ A Board of the Episcopal diocese of New 
Jersey has officially protested “the indoctrination 
of seminarians with unorthodox views” at the 
denomination’s general theological seminary 
in New York City. This was made after three 
graduates of the seminary failed to qualify for 
ordination. The doctrine of the Virgin Birth and 
“other articles of the creeds” were cited as mat- 
ters on which the seminary graduates “showed 
inability and unwillingness to accept the position 
of the church.” .The protest charged that the 
seminary education of the three graduates 
“tended to confuse rather than enlighten them.” 
“More disturbing than their own unorthodox opin- 
ions was their apparent ignorance of the fact that 
their opinions were unorthodox,” the report said. 
The graduates also “showed a tendency to judge 
the historic faith of the church by individual con- 
temporary thinkers, rather than to judge the in- 
dividual contemporary thinkers by the historic 
faith of the church,” the letter declared. 


@ Dr. Hans Burki has just held the first confer- 
ence for international students studying in 
Europe at the summer headquarters of the Ver- 
einigte-Bibelgruppen der Schweiz at Moscia bei 
Ascona, Switzerland. So great was the registra- 
tion that a very large number had to be turned 
away. Representatives of the educational com- 
mission of the Congolese Government wanted to 
send as many as fifty students. 


@ A survey of 100 seminary students from 
eight denominational seminaries shows that only 
44 per cent believe in the virgin birth of Christ, 
only 29 per cent believe that there is a real 
Heaven and Hell, only 46 per cent believe that 
Jesus ascended physically into Heaven after His 
crucifixion, only 2 per cent are interested in such 
subjects as original sin, and only 1 per cent are 
convinced there will be a second coming of 
Christ. The survey was conducted by Red Book 
magazine.

@ WARSAW, POLAND.—A secret decree by 
the Ministry of Education has abolished all reli- 
gious classes in the schools. This is a repudiation 
of the 1956 agreement between the government 
and the Catholic Church which provided for re- 
ligious instruction in all the state schools. The 
next step is expected to be government control 
of catechetical and other religious instruction out- 
side the school. 


@ NEW YORK.—Churches in seeking to im- 
prove the nation’s mental health should look first 
toward the Gospel and theology and not toward 
psychiatry, a noted psychologist declared. Dr. 
Carl A. Bramlette, Jr., co-ordinator of mental 
health education for South Carolina, said the 
church’s ministry of healing should stress theol- 
ogy rather than psychiatry. He spoke at a United 
Lutheran Church in America conference on psy- 
chological services. 


@ Because of a vague feeling that Christianity 
does not profit a man materially and is somehow 
unscientific, church attendance in Europe contin- 
ves to decline. The theological revival of the 
20th Century has had almost no influence upon 
the apathetic masses. In Denmark less than one 
half of 1 per cent are active church members. 
In the Church of England, less than 5 per cent 
are active. 


@ The Evangelical Alliance Mission, an inter- 
denominational mission society that sponsors the 
work of 825 missionaries on 16 foreign fields has 
announced the appointment of the Rev. Vernon 
Mortenson as General Director. He succeeds Dr. 
David H. Johnson, director of the Mission since 
1946, who has retired. 


@ Production of Bibles and Scripture portions 
in Germany increased from 170,250 copies in 
1945 to 1,252,590 in 1960 according to the As- 
sociation of Evangelical Bible Societies in Ger- 
many. The Bibles are distributed primarily in 
connection with missionary and evangelization 
programs, as well as after worship services in 
refugee camps and during individual talks with 
refugees. 
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The Glory of Jesus Christ

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The Bible and the Devil

including some professing Christians, 

the Devil has been relegated to the 
same category as Father Christmas or 
the characters of Greek mythology. It 
is therefore of the greatest importance 
that Christians should turn again to 
their Bibles and see what is revealed 
there concerning the identity of the 
Devil. 

First of all let us see what the Bible 
teaches concerning: 

1. His person.—It is most important 
for us to start here, because the Bible 
makes: it perfectly plain that the Devil 
is not merely a vague evil influence 
working against God in the world, but 
a truly personal agent whose activity 
cannot be explained away by theories 
of a “poetic” or “dramatic” personifica- 
tion. It was he who tempted Christ in: 
the wilderness (Matt. 4:1-11), and in 
the parable sowed the tarey (Matt. 13: 
39). John asserts that it was Satan who 
prompted the treason of Judas (13:2). 
Peter represents him prowling around 
in search of prey (1 Pet. 5:8). To James 
he is an enemy who takes to flight 
when resisted (4:7). St. Paul also 
clearly regards him as a person to be 
reckoned with when he speaks of his 
snare in 1 Timothy 3:7 and of his wiles in 
Ephesians 6:11. Such conceptions per- 
vade the whole of the New Testament 
(and indeed of the Old Testament also) 
and permit no other conclusion than that 
all the powers of evil in the world, such 
as Paul speaks of in Ephesians 6:12, are 
gathered up into, and controlled by, a 
personal head whom the Scriptures call 
“Satan” or the Devil. The partial loss 
of this conception of a personal Devil 
has undoubtedly been a source of great 
weakness to the Christian Church, and 
is sure evidence of the “wiliness” and 
subtlety of our great adversary. He 
has achieved a great victory in manag- 
ing to persuade many people that he 
does not really exist at all! 

2. His origin—Let us consider sec- 
ondly what the Bible has to say con- 
cerning the origin of the Devil. We are 
not told a lot, but from Isaiah 14:12-14 
it seems clear that in some far distant 
past the Devil was an angel of high po- 
sition in Heaven, who through pride 
exalted. himself in rebellion against 
God, was subsequently expelled from 
God’s presence, and became the great 
antagonist of God and the “accuser” 
(Job 1:1-12) and tempter of men. That 
we are right in placing such an inter- 
pretation upon the passage seems clear 
from our Lord’s statement in Luke 10: 
18 that in His preincarnate days He was 
& witness of this expulsion. The great 
hatred of the Devil for God and good- 
hess is thus explained, and his sinister 
and ceaseless devices of evil in the 
world are something that we as Chris- 


[ THE minds of many people today, 
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tians must expect and fight against con- 
tinually.: John Bunyan and our Puritan 
hymn writers were confronting us with 
somber truth when they depicted the 
Devil as a bitter and embittered: foe, 
waging constant and unrelenting war- 
fare upon God and His people. 

3. His activity—Regarding the pres- 
ent-day activity of the Devil in the 
world the Bible has much to say, and 
the fact that he is active in the world 
can scarcely be contradicted by the 
‘most sanguine and optimistic. The Hu- 
manistic philosophy of the nineteenth 
century, which envisaged everyone and 
everything as slowly but surely getting 
ever better and better, has been shat- 
tered by the savagery of two world 
wars, and the obvious and alarming in- 
crease of crime and delinquency. That 
man is not by nature a Heaven-bound 
creature with wings on the point of 
sprouting has become painfully mani- 
fest, and the Bible picture of one who 
is utterly helpless in the clutches of the 
Devil, and enslaved by every evil 
power is much more descriptive of man 
as we know him today, and indeed of 
man as we have known him down 
through the pages of history. What has 


the Bible to say about the present-day . 


work of the Evil One? 
(a) He is “the prince of the power of

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the air” (Eph. 2:2) and “the God of this 
world” (2 Cor. 4:4). By God’s permis- 
sive will he has power to attract and 
beguile the world with his deceptions 
of empty and sinful pleasures, enticing 
men by their greed, lust,.and ambition, 
and leading them to sorrow and empti- 
ness of soul in this life, and eternal 
destruction in the life to come. He pos- 
sesses the power to blind the eyes of 
men to. God and the Gospel, and Chris- 
tians themselves become the object of 
his constant and subtle attacks. 

(b) He resorts to manifold disguises 
in order to deceive and enslave the . 
souls of men. In Genesis chapter 3 we 
find the Devil disguising himself as a 
serpent for the purpose of tempting 
Adam and Eve, and in 2 Corinthians 11: 
14 Paul points out that he is equally capa- 
ble of transforming himself into an 
angel of light. It may well be that Peter 
is speaking figuratively in 1 Peter 5:8, 
but his words serve. to warn us that 
many of the lions that roar in the world 
today may well be activated by the 
Devil, who still assumes many different 
disguises in order to entrap the souls of . 
men. This consideration calls for con- 
stant vigilance on the part of all be- 
lievers, and underlines our need of the 
wisdom and discernment that God’s 
Holy Spirit can impart. Little wonder 
that the Scriptures repeatedly urge us 
to “watch” as well as pray. 

(c) He keeps men from the truth (2 
Cor. 4:4). The Word of God teaches 
that it is the will of God that all men 
should be saved and come to a knowl- 
edge of the truth (1 Tim. 2:4). God so 
loved the world that He gave His only 
begotten Son, and His divine purpose is 
that all the world shall hear the Good 


News and accept it to their eternal sal- 


vation. But the Devil, being the great 
adversary of God, is determined that 
this purpose of love shall not be ful- 
filled, and is committed unrelentingly 
to the policy of man’s destruction. To 
this end he will do all in his power to 
keep men from hearing the truth, and 
when they do hear it, so to blind their 
eyes and harden their hearts that they 
shall not receive it. This truth should 
always be much in our hearts and minds 
when we engage in any form of evan- 
gelistic activity, -reminding us con- 
stantly of the need of unceasing prayer 
and complete reliance upon the help 
and working of God’s Holy Spirit. 
Truly we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities and 
powers, and we can never be so certain 
of.an onslaught from the Devil as when 
we are seeking to bring to the souls of 
men the saving power of the Gospel of 
Christ. 

(d) As the “Tempter” he ever seeks 
to lead men into sin (Matt. 4:3). The

HE most significant thing about 

the call of Moses was its timing. 

It is odd that he was not called 
earlier. 

Forty years in the courts of Egypt 
had done much for Moses. He had the 
best education the royal courts could 
afford. He had acquired (and let no 
one deny its value) a knowledge of the 
world. Doubtless, too, he had picked 
is fashionable to attribute to “back- 
ground.” 

And he had made the most of his 
advantages. His reputation was out- 
standing. Centuries later Stephen re- 
ferred to him as being “mighty in 
word and in deeds” (Acts 7:22). Evi- 
dently his eloquence was matched by 
his actions. Some sources say he built 
the treasure city of Rameses. Whether 
this is true or not, it would be possible, 
for he is described as “learned in all of 
the wisdom of the Egyptians” (Acts 7: 
22). 

The early chapters of Exodus show 
him to be a man of decision, and of 
action. He dealt promptly with injus- 
tice (Acts 7:24) and was quick to 
interfere in a quarrel (Exod. 2:13). 
Moreover, he had a sense of destiny. He 
knew he had been chosen to free his 
people (Acts 7:25). 

Most important of all was that this 
man, no longer a boy, yet still young 
enough to be vigorous (we might com- 
pare him with President Kennedy), en- 
joyed the advantage of living in a most 
strategic position. He was at the heart 
of his country’s political power. 

But the call never came. The period 
of self-confidence was to give place to 
the period of self-knowledge. And that 
period began as he ran from Egypt, and 
continued for forty years in the deserts 
of Midian. 


Moses’ Lessons in the Desert 

Some teachers say that Moses got to 
know God in the desert. Our imagina- 
tions kindle at the thought of the vast 
stillness and openness of the desert, of 
nights spent under brilliant desert stars. 
But it was not at this time that Moses 
grew to know God. The suggestion is 
a romantic rather than a Biblical one. 
All the evidence seems to suggest that 
Moses knew as little about God at the 
end of his time in Midian as he did 
when he fled from Egypt (Exod. 3:13). 

Nevertheless he learned much. At the 
end of the period, the man who will- 
ingly would have answered God’s call 
to deliver Israel forty years earlier, had 
utterly changed in his outlook. He had 
learned about himself. In Egypt he 
had come to take for granted his out- 
standing qualities. In Midian he found 
himself questioning whether he had any 
qualities at all. 

Many factors contributed to the 
change. There may have been a sense 
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up that indefinable something which it-

of failure as he thought of the humili- 
ation of his flight. His clothes, too, 
would change, and clothes have a lot 
to do with our opinion of ourselves. We 
feel bolder and more confident when 
we are nicely dressed. In Egypt there 
would have been the constant adulation 
of a host of servants and lesser court 
officials. 

Suddenly this was all gone. The 
dirty, evil smelling tents of a bedouin 
(however wealthy) must have con- 
trasted sharply with the past. The 
change, in turn, must have influenced 
Moses profoundly. Perhaps he had to 
learn a new language. It is strange 
how much less confident and in com- 
mand we feel when we try to cope with 
the simplest situation in a new tongue. 
He learned, in other words, that many 
of the qualities he had assumed he pos- 
sessed were really the accidents of a 
choice environment. 

The process must have been both 
painful and disheartening. He did not, 
as we do, see the whole pattern of his 
life. He could not see what the future 
held, and forty years is a long time. 
Did the thought occur to him that he 
had made a mess of his life? One year 
lengthened into two, two into five, then 
twenty, thirty-five . . . Without ques- 
tion, the old man of seventy-nine had 
long since abandoned the dreams of his 
youth. 

But God was in no hurry. The serv- 
ant was to be trained thoroughly. 

Three elements had to enter into his 
training. He had, first of all, to learn 
to know the world he lived in. As we 
have already seen, this knowledge was 
given him during forty years in Egypt. 
He had also to learn to know himself, 
as he did during forty years in the 
desert. Finally he had to know God, 
and he learned to know God as he ac- 
cepted and took up the task of leading 
Israel to the Promised Land. 

The three elements must be present 
in the training of anyone who would 


serve God. They may not take place - 


successively as in the case of Moses, 
but may be occurring simultaneously. 
All of them are important, though not 
equally so. It is important that we 
know the men we have to deal with. 
Many a missionary has failed because 
he has not understood the country he 
has gone to. It is even more important 
that we know ourselves and particu- 
larly our weaknesses and inadequacies. 
It is absolutely vital that we know God. 
Without this third element, all our

knowledge of man and of our own 
hearts will be useless. 

It is interesting, then, to notice the 
precise moment at which God’s call 
reached Moses’ heart—at the moment 
when he was least disposed to accept it, 
Forty years earlier the burning bush 
would have meant nothing to him. Now 
the symbolism had a significance that 
he was in a better position to appreci- 
ate. 

The description of Moses’ call in Exo- 
dus 3 and 4 divides itself naturally into 
three parts. We are drawn first by the 
fascinating way in which God chose to 
reveal Himself. Secondly, our atten- 
tion is compelled by the wording of 
His call. Finally, we are gripped by: 
the tense dialogue between the fearful 
herdsman and the Presence in the flam- 
ing shrub. 

The symbolism of the bush is no- 
where explained in Scripture itself, but 
it is hard to escape certain conclusions. 
The thing which first drew Moses’ at- 
tention was that the bush was not con- 
sumed. It is often pointed out that the 
man who flames with divine energy 
does not do so either. He burns on 
without burning up. Moses could not 
have understood that forty years earlier. 
The bush itself, as many commentaries 
point out, was a common thing—an 
ordinary desert shrub. There was noth- 
ing to distinguish it from other shrubs 
except that the flame burned on and on. 
We draw comfort to ourselves in this, 
Saying that God can use us, ordinary 
as we are. But perhaps the. most sig- 
nificant thing is that God should so re- 
veal Himself to Moses as a God who 
flames in the common thing rather than 
in the outstanding and exceptional. God 
addresses Himself to Moses the man, 
not to Moses the celebrity. The burn- 
ing itself represents the starting point 
in the Old Testament of God’s revela- 
tion of His character as being that of 
burning holiness. 


The Wording of Moses’ Call 

The wording of the call, too, is re- 
vealing. In it, we find that God has the 
initiative. It is characterized by 
phrases such as, “I have seen. . . I have 
heard ...I know...I am come down 
to deliver .. . I will send thee” (Exod. 
3:7-10). 

All who serve God must grasp this. 
The Christian cause does not depend 
upon the initiative of God’s people. Let 
us beware of frenetic activity in the 


face of world crises. It can so often be 


an expression of lack of confidence in, 
even of lack of awareness of what God 
is doing. God never calls His children 
to a task without first having Himself 
examined (“I have seen ... I have 
heard ... I know”) the whole situation. 


‘Better still, He has entered into it (“1

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A Visit to “Palm Beach” on the Curaray 


Where the five missionaries were killed in January, 1956 


N MONDAY morning Val and I set 

off on foot for the Anangu River, 

along with Dayuma, Kimu, Gingatae, 
Gimari, and Benito. Destination: Palm 
Beach. I never make a trail trip with- 
out gaining a fresh appreciation of the 
Indians, and more recently, of Val. 
What I say of them applies usually to 
Val, too. They move easily along the 
trail, never quickening or slackening 
the pace, which is what makes poor 
walkers of us gringos (foreigners). We 
tend to quicken the pace on a straight 
stretch, and to slow up considerably on 
hills, or when crawling through fallen 
trees or brush. Not the Indians. A 
steady, quick, but completely effortless 
pace gets them there faster than our 
erratic gait, and they very rarely stum- 
ble. Not a sign of wildlife escapes 
them it seems to me—probably because 
nearly every sign escapes me! At one 
point on the trail Val said, “Pretty soon 
you'll see that there are some nice blue 
berries.” Oh, is that so, I thought. I 
knew that Val had not been over the 
trail for several months, and assumed 
that she would be disappointed to find 
that the berries she had seen then 
would be gone. But anyway, how did 
she know we were near? It was not 
more than ten paces beyond where she 
had spoken that we came upon shiny, 
bright blue berries that had fallen from 
a tree. “You see. Here they are.” 
I have constantly to resist the temp- 
tation to help her—when we come to a 
thick log which I have to climb over 
with difficulty. It would be a simple 


matter to pull her up, too. But I have 
found that if I pay no attention what- 
ever to her progress, she does as well 
as any Indian, whereas if I even glance 
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to see if she is coming all right, she 
hesitates and asks, “How shall I get 
over this?” Or she begins to whimper 
about the steepness of the hills or the 
depth of the ravines. I know perfectly 
well that she does not expect help from 
anyone -when she’s on the trail with 
the Indians, so I want her to be as in- 
dependent even though I’m along. 

We reached the Anangu about 9, and 
piled into Kuchi’s new canoe, big 
enough for all of us, and sailed bliss- 
fully downstream with Kimu in the 
prow, Benito in the stern, poling lazily 
as they watched the forest, the shore- 
line, and the water for any sign of life, 
Monkey calls are very similar to bird 
calls to me, but the Indians pick them 
out immediately and can usually -see 
them when I can’t even see a leaf stir. 
We saw innumerable footprints, of deer, 
tapir, giant anteater, alligator, jaguar, 
agouti, and peccary. At several points 
Val saw edible fruits that I did not see, 
let alone know were edible. She told 
me the names, and what. kind of animal 
especially likes them, and which part is 
edible. When the dog tore into the 
brush, Val yelled, “Haw! panunae tu- 
gaengi!” meaning, “Ho! He's. going 
after an agouti!” She was right. 

I had brought along three eggs, some 
dried peaches, and one package of 
soup, by way of grub for the two days. 
Usually I take nothing at all when I 
travel with Indians, but since I had 
these handy and they take no prepara- 
tion I brought them. Val ate up two 
of the eggs in the morning, and there 
was no lunch for anybody. Another 
point where the Indians put us to 
shame. They can go for long periods 
with nothing to eat, and no one even 
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Gikita, one of the Auca killers of 
Jim Elliot, beneath Jim‘s picture in 
Betty’s house. 


makes a remark about it. No talk of 
hunger or weariness or cramped mus- 
cles, unless I say something about it, 
and then they agree that, yes, they 
could eat a little something if there 
were something, but what’s the odds 
if we never eat?. So we traveled, shiv- 
ering in the rain for several short peri- 
ods, and warming up again in the ‘sun. 

At about 2:30 we reached Palm 
Beach. They parked the canoe at the 
upper end, and just as they were getting 
out I looked toward a huge tree that 
lay in the middle of the beach, and 
out sprang a huge jaguar! This was the 
first wild one I’ve ever seen alive, and 
I was so surprised I couldn’t believe my 
eyes, and could think of neither the 
Quichua nor the Auca word for it to 
tell the others, as they hadn’t seen it 
yet. Finally Dayuma saw it and yelled 
“mini!” as it loped rather slowly across 
the beach toward the place where the 
tree house used to be. We walked up 
to the fallen tree where the jaguar had 
been asleep, and found his footprints. 
. Then Benito called to me from down 
the beach. He had found a bit of the 
airplane sticking up out of the sand. 
I broke off a piece to bring back to 
Marj [Saint], and then we went to see 
the grave. The Indians knew exactly 
where it was. There were some rotten 
boards and pieces of aluminum lying 
near by, and the stump of the tree 
where the house had been. Dabu, you 
remember. chopped the tree down 
shortly after the men were killed. 
Gimari [nicknamed “Delilah” by the 
men] pointed out to me the spot where 
she and “George” first appeared when 
they heard the men calling, and also 
where Gikita and the rest of the killers 
hid and jumped out on Sunday after- 
noon.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By C. Ernest Tatham 


Approach to the Lesson 

LTHOUGH a baby knows his 
A mother and father from infancy, 

yet as he grows up, leaving in- 
fancy and childhood behind, he ad- 
vances in his knowledge of them. He 
comes to know them more fully as he 
matures. 

It is much the same in the area of 
spiritual knowledge.. To know the true 
God and Jesus Christ whom He hath 
sent is to possess eternal life, and con- 
versely, the receiving of the gift of 
eternal life brings with it the knowledge 
of both Father and Son (see John 17: 
3). The little children in the divine 
family are said to know the Father 
(see 1 John 2:13); yet how imperfect 
this is. 

God would have us grow into matu- 
rity in order that we be manifestly like 
Him. Just as in the area of natural re- 
lationships, the children manifest the 
traits and characteristics of their par- 
ents, so also in the spiritual. We who 
are children of God are to display the 
glorious virtues of the Heavenly Father 
before a world that knows Him not. 


Verse by Verse 

Matt. 5:17—“Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law, or the proph- 
ets: I am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfil.” The Law and the Prophets 
stand for much more than the Ten 
Commandments. They really cover the 
whole of God’s law and His revelation 
in the Old Testament. Jesus, the Mes- 
siah, wants it clearly understood that 
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He had not come to make that void, 
but to exemplify its fulfillment. Not 
only did He perfectly obey the Com- 
mandments, but He completed the 
types, and fulfilled the prophecies. 


Verse 18.—“For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one jot or 
one tittle shall in no wise pass from the 
law, till all be fulfilled.” The Hebrew 
letter yod was the smallest letter and 
the tittle was a small stroke above a 
letter in the Hebrew alphabet. Not 
even these that might be considered 
trifles would fail to be fulfilled. The 
word “fulfilled” in this Scripture is dif- 
ferent in the Greek from the same Eng- 
lish word in the previous verse, and 
means “come to pass” or “be accom- 
plished.” The Law here refers to the 
whole of the Old Testament. Without 
the New Testament revelation the Old 
would be like a finger pointing onward 
toward nothingness. 


Verse 19.—“Whosoever .. . shall break 
one of these least commandments, and 
shall teach men so, he shall be called 
the least in the kingdom of heaven: 
but whosoever shall do and teach them 

. shall be called great in the king- 


dom...” The Lord continues to em-, 


phasize the importance of God’s Law. 
Not one “jot” shall go unfulfilled; even

the “least commandments” must be 
obeyed and taught. James says he who 
breaks the Law in one point is guilty 
of breaking all (Jas. 2:10). Ezra is an 
illustration of a man who sought the 
Law, obeyed it, and taught it (Ezra 
7:10). 
Verse 20.—“For ... except your right- 
eousness shall exceed the righteousness 
of the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall 
in no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” This searching and exacting 
announcement declared the quality of 
the righteousness required for entry 
into God’s Kingdom. In contrast with 
the cheap, external religious veneer of 
Phariseeism, God demands reality. 
Verse 38—“Ye have heard that it 
hath been said, An eye for an eye, and 
a tooth for a tooth.” The Lord here 
quotes a precept that is repeated sev- 
eral times in the Old Testament (see 
Exod. 21:24; Lev. 24:20; Deut. 19:21). 


Verse 39.—“But I say unto you, That 
ye resist not evil: but whosoever shall 
smite thee on thy right cheek, turn to 
him the other also.” It is important to 
notice that the Lord is not here laying 
down regulations for earthly govern- 
ments. It would be disastrous, if not 
impossible, for such to carry out this 
program. But He is speaking to His 
own individual disciples. These have 
the personal obligation to display such 
a gracious attitude. 

Verse 40.—“And if any man will sue 
thee ... and take away thy coat, let 
him have thy cloke also.” The coat was 
a shirtlike undergarment. The cloke 


‘was a heavier outer garment that 


served as a covering for the night. It 
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was forbidden by Levitical law for the 
cloke to be retained in pledge over- 
night (Exod. 22:26, 27). To yield up 
this without resistance, therefore, im- 
plies a higher degree of concession. 


Verse 41—“And whosoever shall com- 
pel thee to go a mile, go with him 
twain.” This is a reference to the Ro- 
man custom of staffing the postal sys- 
tem by requiring civilians to carry the 
letters. The Greek word for “com- 
pel” is of Persian origin and denotes 
impressment into service. Any avail- 
able person or beast could be thus 
used. The picture is of a man travel- 
ing, and as he passes a post-station an 


" official rushes out, seizes him, and forces 


him to carry a letter to the next station, 
regardless of personal cost or incon- 
venience. 


Verse 42—“Give to him that asketh 
thee, and from him that would borrow 
of thee turn not thou away.” Both he 
who plainly asks for a gift and he who 
would borrow (at interest) are not to 
be denied. Under the Law of Moses 
God commanded His people in the mat- 
ter of practical ‘charity toward their 
poor (see Deut. 15:7, 8). Surely the 
disciples of Christ would have no lower 
standard. Indeed theirs is higher. 


Verse 43.—“Ye have heard that it 
hath been said, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour, and hate thine enemy.” The 
Lord here quotes Leviticus 19:18. “Hate 
thine enemy” does not occur in the Old 
Testament as such, but the idea is there 
(Deut. 23:6). 

Verse 44—“But I say unto you, Love 
your enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate you, 
and pray for them which despitefully 
use you...” Such an attitude is not 
possible apart from the power of the 
indwelling Spirit of God within the 
Christian. God Himself, in the person 
of Jesus Christ, has set the supreme 
example of this grace. He has given 
His very life in behalf of His bitterest 
foes. 


Verse 45.—“That ye may be the chil- 
dren of your Father . . . for he maketh 
his sun to rise on the evil and on the 
good, and sendeth rain on the just 
and on the unjust.” The Lord is not 
teaching us here that we become God’s 
children by obeying these injunctions, 
but rather that we manifest that we 
are His by displaying these virtues. 
When we obey these commands we are 
man:festly like our Father. He con- 
stantly pours out His grace on His 
friends and foes alike. 


Verse 46.—“For if ye love them which 
love you, what reward have ye? do 
not even the publicans the same?” If 
we return love only for love, then our 
moral code is no higher than that of 
unregenerate men. Publicans were lo- 
cal tax collectors in the hire of Rome. 
They were despised by the Jews. Their 
name became a byword for all that was 
vilest. 


Verse 47.—“And if ye salute your 
brethren only, what do ye more than 
others? do not even the publicans so?” 
Saluting was considerably less than lov-

ing, of course. It was a formal greet- 
ing, and the Lord pointedly states that 
if we confine this to those who are 
brethren, then our standard is no 
higher than that of the Gentiles, or 
heathen (see A.S.V.). 

Verse 48—“Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father which is in heaven 
is perfect.” This is God’s standard, and 
necessarily it could not possibly be less. 
Of course, only the most self-deceived 
egotist would dare to say that he is as 
morally perfect as God! Yet the divine 
standard is set before us, and we are 
to be “imitators of God, as beloved 
children” (Eph. 5:1, A.S.V.). As we 
aspire to this, we will be kept both 
encouraged and also self-abased. ~ 


The Heart of the Lesson 

God wants us to be not only His 
sons but to be manifestly His sons. 
He wants us to exhibit in our conduct 
His own glorious virtues so that we will 
bear the family resemblance of the Fa- 
ther in Heaven. Such can be accom- 
plished only as we have been born 
again by receiving into our hearts His 
Son, the Lord Jesus, as personal Sav- 
iour (see John 1:12, 13) and by walking 
in the power of the Holy Spirit (see 
Gal.

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the Mount provided us with a number 
of family traits that He desired to see 


reproduced in His disciples. One of 
these is a patient nonresistance to 
wrongs directed against us. We are to 
curb our natural tendency to retaliate 
when under provocation. He Himself 
set the perfect example on the eve of 
His cross when, though reviled, He “re- 
viled not again; when he suffered, he 
threatened not; but committed himself” 
meekly to God (1 Pet. 2:23). Another 
virtue that should mark us as His chil- 
dren is grace and generosity. We should 
freely give to the poor and needy. 
That is what God does. He has grace 
for the guilty, clothing for the naked, 
and food for the hungry soul. 

Moreover, the Heavenly Father shows 
impartiality. His goodness, as seen in 
His sunshine and rain, extends to both 
the evil and the good. We, too, should 
be no respecter of persons in our con- 
sideration of human need. Further- 
more, we should pray and intercede 
for those who use us contemptuously. 
Here again Jesus set the perfect ex- 
ample, for when suffering the agonies 
of the cross, He prayed for the for- 
giveness of His executioners. 

If these virtues are cultivated and 
displayed in us, then not only will we 
ourselves increase in the divine knowl- 
edge but an unbelieving society will 
see God revealed in His own children.

How Can God Be Known? An artist 
expresses himself in a painting. An 
author expresses himself in a book. A 
carpenter expresses himself in a piece 
of furniture. A musician expresses him- 
self in a musical composition. The liv- 
ing God has fully expressed Himself 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, His Son. 

“No man hath seen God at any time; 
the only begotten Son ... hath de- 
clared him” (John 1:18). 

Of course, creation provides a partial 
revelation of God. “The heavens de- 
clare the glory ... and the firmament 
sheweth his handiwork” (Psa. 19:1). 
Sun, moon, and stars are His traveling 
missionaries. His eternal power and 
Godhead are clearly seen here, leaving 
the idolater excuseless (see Rom. 1:19, 
20). However, His works, while mani- 
festing His power and skill, do not 
manifest His heart. 

The Law of Moses also displayed 
other facets of the divine character. 
It might. be said that this was a tran- 
script of His righteousness and holiness. 

These revelations were only fragmen- 
tary, however. It was not until the 
eternal Word was made flesh and dwelt 
among us that God was completely 
manifested (see John 1:14; 1 Tim. 3:16). 
In Christ grace and. truth found their 
perfect balance, neither being exercised 
at the expense of the other. 
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For the believer, growth in the knowl- 
edge of God comes in various ways. 
He teaches by His Spirit through His 
Word. He also teaches through disci- 
plinary trials and testings. We come 
to know Him in the storm as well as 
in the calm, by the north wind as well 
as by the south. Such testings are de- 
signed to cast us upon Him that we 
might know more of His sufficiency. 


Practical Applications 

Going the “second mile” costs some- 
thing personally. How hard it is to do 
something for the other person when 
it is inconvenient! How easy it is to 
be distressed by interruptions! 'Today’s 
world of tension and stress gives the 
believer many opportunities to go the 
second mile in being a friend, in being 
a source of encouragement. A Christian 
worker tells of a busy day at home just 
prior to a trip, packing, sorting, and fil- 
ing, only to have a discouraged friend 
drop in. “What a blessing it was to 
have the ministry of encouragement 
when I was tired!” she said. A mis- 
sionary squeezed fifteen minutes into 
his busy schedule for a call on a neigh- 
bor who had great personal problems. 
“It took three hours,” he said, “but it 
was worth every minute.” A reader of 
THe Sunpay ScHoo.t Times writes, “We 
are appalled at the lack of personal 
help given in the average church ... 
we need lay Christians who are so 
grounded in the Scriptures that the 
Spirit brings it to mind when a friend 
needs it; lay Christians. who have found 
Christ adequate to all circumstances 
and problems.” 

The Lord Jesus constantly was going 
the second mile. He was interrupted, 
but He never resented it. He was in- 
terrupted while traveling, praying, rest- 
ing, preaching, counseling. He arrived 
after a journey across the Sea of Gali- 
lee at the country of the Gadarenes, 
only to be met by a raving, naked 
lunatic. Did He push on, did He say 
I need a nice quiet spot where I can 
have coffee with my friends? How 
many Christians want to withdraw 
rather than give? No, the Lord Jesus 
graciously allowed “interruption” to be 
the means of giving Himself to the 
needs of others. 


Golden Text 

Matt. 22:37—“Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind.” There is a close relation be- 
tween heart, soul, and mind, and in 
brief, they stand for the real inner 
person. This inner person is called 
upon to love God supremely. How- 
ever, this is not possible for the un- 
converted man, and the grace of the 
Gospel states, “Herein is love, not that 
we loved God, but that he loved us, 
and sent his Son to be the propitiation 
for our sins” (1 John 4:10).

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“...I1am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfil” (Matt. 5:17). —All Gentiles should 
profoundly thank God that the Lord 
Jesus came to fulfill, and did perfectly 
fulfill everything predicted about His 
first advent. 

Had He not come to fulfill it, the law 
concerning animal sacrifices would still 
be in effect. And the wall separating 
Jews and Gentiles would still be stand- 
ing and we Gentiles would still be 
reckoned as “dogs” (Matt. 7:6; 10:5; 
15:6; Eph. 2:11, 12). 

That “middle wall of partition be- 
tween us” was not broken down until 
after His death; and there is not a word 
in the Sermon on the Mount about His 
death for our sins, and His resurrection 
for our justification (Eph. 2: 13-18). 

There is a great deal about human 
righteousness in the Sermon, but not a 
word about the “righteousness of God 


by faith in Christ Jesus.” The word 
“grace” never occurs in it. 
These things are understandable 


when we bear in mind the facts that 
the nation of Israel had not as yet 
officially rejected Him. As King of the 
Jews, He was stating the principles of 
the Kingdom of Heaven, and the char- 
acter of those in it. 

The prophecies relating to a suffering 
Messiah were not to be fulfilled until 
He was rejected as their King (John 
19:14-19). Then they were fulfilled 
Now “there is no difference between 
the Jew and the Greek [or Gentile]: 
for the same Lord over all is rich unto 
all that call upon him. For whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved” (Rom. 10:12, 13). 


“.. . one jot or one tittle shall in n0 
wise pass ... till all be fulfilled” (Matt. 
5:18).—A “jot”. has been defined as 
“the smallest Hebrew letter,” and 4 
“tittle” as “one of those little strokes 
by which alone some of the Hebrew let- 
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ters are distinguished from others like 
them.” It is impossible for the smallest 
portion of the Word of God to pass, un- 
til it is fulfilled. 

Everything, even such an apparently 
insignificant fact that our Saviour 
would be given vinegar to drink, must 
be—and was—fulfilled (Psa. 69:21; John 
19: 28-30) . 

Things pertaining to the second ad- 
vent of our Lord remain to be—and 
shall be—fulfilled. In the meantime, we 
thank God for all things that have been 
fulfilled. 

I was once severely rebuked before 
a crowd of people because I said I 
would eat a ham sandwich. “You 
would?” asked a man, “even with your 
knowledge that swine’s flesh is forbid- 
den?” 

“Yes, I would,” I answered, “because 
the time of that prohibition has been 
fulfilled. Now the same Authority says: 
“Every creature of God is good, and 
nothing to be refused, if it be received 
with thanksgiving: for it is sanctified 
by the word of God and prayer’ (1 Tim. 
4:4, 5).” 


He replied: “But God did not create 
the hog.” 
“Who did?” I asked, “the Devil?” 


He answered, “Oh, no!” 

I said: “The Devil is an imitator, but 
not a creator. Furthermore, the Scrip- 
ture says: ‘All things were made by 
him [the Lord Jesus Christ] and with- 
out him was not any thing made that 
was made’ (John 1:3).” I gave him to 
understand that I would not hold a 
theory at the expense of making the 
Apostle John a false witness. 


“.. . whosoever shall smite thee on 
thy right cheek” (Matt. 5:39) .—Israel 
did officially reject her King. When 
our Lord was smitten on His cheek, 
there is no record of His turning the 
other cheek (John 18:22, 23). When the 
Apostle Paul was smitten on his cheek, 
he did not turn the other. The spirit 
of the precept is observed by believers 
today who “endure ill usage without 
coming to blows.” 


“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God” 
(Matt. 22:37).—This “first and great 
commandment” is sufficient in itself to 
convict all unsaved people of their guilt. 
For such complete love to God would 
leave no love with which to love self 
(2 Tim. 3:2), or pleasures (2 Tim. 3:4), 
or money (1 Tim. 6:10), or the praise 
of men (John 12:43). 

Happy the person who in faith turns 
to God, confessing his disobedience to 
this command; then thanks God for His 
perfect love to him. For “God com- 
Mendeth his love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us” (Rom. 5:8; see also John 3:16; 
1 John 4:9, 10).

card is most important. Question: 
“What must we do to be born again?” 
Answer: “As many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that believe 
on his name” (John 1:12). As we mem- 
orize these words, let us ask ourselves 
if we really have received Christ into 
our hearts. If we have, today’s lesson 
is for us. 

A baby’s smile is precious to his par- 
ents, and when he is old enough to put 
his little arms around his mother’s neck, 
it gives her a thrill of joy. The baby 
loves his mother because she cares for 
all his needs and cuddles him in her 
arms. That is normal and beautiful. 
But if that child lived many years and 
still knew his mother only as the one 
who supplied his needs, she would be 
terribly disappointed. She wants her 
child, as he grows up, to learn to love 
her for what she is, as well as for what 
she does for him. She wants him to learn 
to do right, to bring his problems to 
her and trust her wisdom to advise 
him. She wants him to become inter- 
ested in her interests and to take his 
share of responsibility in the family. 

When we first receive Christ as Sav- 
iour, we love Him because He died on 
the cross for our sins. We will love 
Him forever for that, but we should be 
growing in our knowledge of Him so 
that we love Him for what He is, as 
well as for what He has done for us. 
He wants us to know His ways, His 
thoughts and His plans, and to know 
that He is interested in everything that 
concerns us. He wants us to love right- 
eousness and hate sin, as He does, and 
to become really acquainted with Him. 

You should know. God better now 
than when you first trusted in Christ. 
Over and over in the Epistles we find 
prayers that believers may grow in the 
knowledge of God. 

Two things will help us grow that 
way: Reading the Bible and our own 
experience as Christiaris. 

First let us consider getting to know 
God through His Word. Everything we 
read in the Bible should increase our 
knowledge of God. Bible stories show 
us His ways with men. And many 
places in the Bible show plainly what 
God is like. 

God’s righteousness is stressed again 
and again. Righteousness is a necessary 
foundation for any good character. And 
it is God’s righteousness that made Him 
plan redemption so wonderful that in 
forgiving us He might be just and the 
justifier of all those who believe in 
Him. 

Now let us read Matthew 5:17-20. 
These verses tell that our Saviour came 
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to fulfill both the Law and the Prophets. 
And here He stresses the need for right- 
eousness in His followers. 

God’s grace is mentioned over and 
over again because it was the love of 
His heart toward those who did not 
love Him that made Him plan salva- 
tion at such infinite cost to Himself. 
Now read Matthew 5:38-48. Here we 
learn that we must love our enemies 
if we are to be like our Heavenly 
Father who sends sunshine and rain on 
those who hate Him, as well as on those 
who love Him. Because our Heavenly 
Father is perfect, we should not excuse 
any fault in ourselves. 

God is living, and the more we get to 
know Him, the more we realize this 
glorious fact. The other day a friend 
told me of a recent answer to prayer 
she had had. She lives many miles 
from the church she attends. One Sun- 
day recently, an afternoon meeting was

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announced. She thought, “I’m just too 
tired to take the children home for 
dinner, dress them up, and bring them 
back, then home for supper and out 
again for the evening service.” So she 
prayed, “Lord, if it’s Thy will that we 
go to the afternoon meeting, please have 
someone invite us to dinner.” Then she 
thought, “That’s a foolish prayer. No 
one wants a family of children and a 
baby, too.” But as soon as the service 
was over, a woman came up to her and 
said, “Couldn’t you all come to our 
place for dinner today? We’d love to 
have you.” She said this was the first 
time anyone at that church had ever 
invited them to dinner, and they have 
not been invited since, so she knows it 
was the answer to her prayer. She 
feels she knows God better since this 
experience. 

The more we get to know God, the 
more we'll love and trust Him, so let 
us earnestly seek to grow in grace and 
in the knowledge of God.

Work as Usual.—What do ye more 
than others? (Matt. 5:47. A _ very 
striking illustration of the true Chris- 
tian attitude is furnished in the early 
history of the Legislature of the State 
of Connecticut. On May 19, 1780, there 
was a memorable “dark day” in New 
England. From an account of it, we 
take the following: “A most unaccount- 
able darkening of the whole visible 
heavens brought intense alarm and dis- 
tress to multitudes of minds as well as 
dismay to the brute creation. Indeed, 
thousands of good people on that day 
became fully convinced that the end 
of all things terrestrial had come. Many 
gave up for the time their secular pur- 
suits and gave themselves to religious 
devotion. Many regarded the darkness 
as a token of God’s indignation . . 
It is related that the Legislature of 
Connecticut was in session at the time 
and that so great was the darkness the 
members became terrified and thought 
that the day of judgment had come. 
A motion was consequently made to 
adjourn. At this, a Mr. Davenport, a 
member of the Legislature, arose and 
Said, ‘Mr. Speaker, it is either the day 
of judgment, or it is not. If it is not, 
there is no need to adjourn. If it is, I 
desire to be found doing my duty. I 
Move that candles be brought and that 
we proceed to business.’” We have no 
further knowledge of this Mr. Daven- 
Port, but his was the true interpre- 
tation—From Dr. John MacNeill.

Showing Love for God 

(Matt. 5:38-47) 
ISPLAY a yardstick to suggest the 
measurement of growth as in the 
first lesson this quarter. How many 
spiritual inches have you grown since 
last Sunday? Let us call every time 
you returned good for evil an inch that 
you have grown in spirit. (Encourage 
pupils to think of specific instances 
wherein they have overcome during the 
week. If these incidents are told in 
class, do not allow names to be men- 
tioned, but use some such substitute as 
so-and-so, he, or she. The Golden Rule 
can apply here, too!) How many times 
could you have grown, but you forgot 

and returned evil for evil? 

You remember there were some Bible 
verses the Lord Jesus probably learned 
as a boy and repeated every day (Deut. 
6:4, 5). If you love God with all you 
have—heart, soul, and strength—what 
about your tongue? Will it talk about 
God? When did the Lord Jesus and His 
family talk about God? (vv. 6, 7.) What 
reminders did they use? (vv. 8, 9.) How 
did the Lord Jesus grow? (Luke 2:40.) 
When the Lord Jesus grew up (show 
picture used in last lesson), because He 
was “filled with wisdom: and the grace 
of God was upon him,” He said: “Come 
unto me... Take my yoke... and 
learn of me” (Matt. 11:28, 29). Find 
what He said is the most important 
thing to do (22:35-38). “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind” (Matt. 22:37, Memory 
Verse). Is there another important 
thing to do? (vv. 38-40.) Those are the 
big over-all rules. Now listen to the 
Lord as He explains how they fit every- 
day situations. 

(Picture of Christ preaching the Ser- 
mon on the Mount.) Find in your 
Bible what the Lord is saying (Matt. 
5:38, 39. Relate this to incidents pre- 
viously mentioned by pupils.) The 
children in a little school on the Maine 
coast were throwing rocks and quarrel- 
ing, so the teacher talked about the 
Golden Rule and what the Lord Jesus 
would do. One little girl said: “That 
part of the Bible is no fun. I like where 
it says, ‘An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth.” . Of course, she did not 
know that, even in Old Testament days, 
the person who lost the eye or the 
tooth was not the one to hit back and 
knock out the other fellow’s eye oF 
tooth. Listen: (read Exod. 21:22-25, 
beginning with “He shall pay as the 
judges determine”). 

The Lord gives more illustrations of 
His way of doing things to show our 


love for God and for our neighbor. 


(Continue reading Matt. 5:40-47, with 
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You remember James and John did not 
go ahead and call down fire from 
heaven to burn up the Samaritans with- 
out asking the Lord first. Did He ap- 
prove it? During the week did you 
learn a new way to “burn somebody 
up’—the Bible way? (Prov. 25:21, 22; 
Rom. 12:20, 2l1—references given for 
home reading.) 

Let us take Matthew 5:44 for our 
special verse on which to grow this 
coming week—not only repay evil with 
good, but pray for the person who did 
the wrong. We should pray for Khrush- 
chev and the Communists. As we pray 
for them—who knows—that might be 
the very thing that would come back 
for good on us and keep us out of war! 
Yes, the Lord’s ways are right and do 
work out for the best! Pray for Castro 
and Cuba, too. 

Use an outline of a praying child to 
cut folders for each child to take home. 
On the outside letter the word PRAY 
with the reference Matthew 5:44. On 
the inside the child can write a prayer 
list for the week: those who annoy 
him or do him harm, Khrushchev and 
Castro. Pray for these people every 
day.

as ever, and the forest around, ap. 
parently lifeless and imperturbable 

But there was the plane, there was the 
grave, there was the aluminum. And 
Kimu walked around quietly, with a 
spear on his shoulder, smiling mildly 
as is his wont. He stood with Val while 
I took a picture or two, and then we 
got back into the canoe and started up. 
river. I couldn’t help thinking of 
Wordsworth’s poem that Jim used to 
quote, and of which he used to say 
that Wordsworth had said one of the 
few meaningful things that could be 
said on paper about love: 

“But [he] is in his grave, and, oh, 

The difference to me!” 

About sunset we reached Andia Yaku 
Pungu, where the Aucas had built 
several little houses last fall, and there 
we built a fire. I hung my hammock, 
the Indians set about gathering plan- 
tain leaves to sleep on, and Kimu went 
fishing. He brought in several delicious 
fish for supper. I cooked two small 
ones with the soup I’d brought, and we 
all ate those together with manioc and 
plantains. Val went to sleep quickly in 
her sleeping bag on the ground, giggling 
with delight at the fun of sleeping out 
like that. “Why can’t we live here?” 
she wanted to know. 

Kimu woke us before dawn to say 
that a sloth was chirping nearby, but 
no one had either a gun or a blowgun, 
so did nothing about it. We _ break- 
fasted on a few green plantains and 
Dayuma’s Nescafé, and set off again 
for the long pull upriver. At one point 
the Indians spotted a peccary’s hole 
and poked around in it with a canoe 
pole without result, but suddenly an 
agouti leaped into the river from above 
the hole, and with the most astonishing 
deliberation Kimu followed it and care- 
fully and neatly pushed a spear into 
its side, holding it pinned underwater 
until Benito could sharpen another 
spear and stick it again. They are ugly 
creatures, with a head something like 
a beaver with long, orange incisors, 4 
body like a pig, a coat like a fawn, 
and feet like the armadillo—but excel- 
lent meat. We saw macaws, wild ducks, 
and parrots by the hundreds, and every- 
one was sorry there were no weapons 
to shoot them with. On one beach 
the Indians said, “There are turtle 
tracks!” So Benito followed them 4 
short distance, dug quickly into the 
sand, and brought out a nice mess of 
eggs. These we ate, of course—deli- 
ciously rich. You can fry them with- 
out shortening, they are so fat. 

We reached the end of the canoe 
trip about 1 p.m. and began walking. 
The trip home was uneventful, ex- 
cept that I sliced off the end of my toe 
on a stick and rammed a thorn into 
another one. When we were nearly 
home Val, who had not complained 
once the whole trip, remarked rather 
laconically, “Mama, I have to go to the 
bathroom, I have a tummy ache 
two sore feet and hiccups.” We were 
glad to reach home and bathe, while 
Ipa thoughtfully lit the stove 
cooked agouti, rice, and carrots for out 
dinner.—Tewaenon, June 28, 1961. 
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The Bible and the Devil

first example of his activity in this par- 

ticular direction comes before us in 

Genesis 3:1 where he casts doubt upon 


the Word of God (“Hath God said?”), 


and follows it immediately with a lie, 
“Ye shall not surely die.” With these 
devices he successfully tempted our 
first parents into sin, and thus dragged 
down the whole human race into a state 
of disobedience and rebellion. From 
that time to this the experience of 
temptation has been common to all 
men, including the perfect man Christ 
Jesus. But remember temptation is not 
sin. It is only when we yield to the 
Devil’s enticements that the sinful 
thought, word, or action results. Jesus 
“was in all points tempted like as we 
are, yet without sin” (Heb. 4:15), and 
His victory, constant and complete, He 
is able to impart to those who are 
united to Him by faith. “For in that 
he himself hath suffered being tempted, 
he is able to succour them that are 
tempted” (Heb. 2:18). And again in 1 
Corinthians 10:13, “God is faithful, who 
will not suffer you to be tempted above 
that ye are able; but will with the temp- 
tation also make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear it.” 

(e) He combats the truth by spread- 
ing error and false doctrine. The evil 
practices of spiritism and necromancy 
in Old Testament times were clearly re- 
garded as evidence of the Devil’s activ- 
ity, and New Testament writers found 
it necessary to warn their readers 
against the false doctrines that ap- 
peared quite soon in the early church. 
The history of the first few centuries 
of the Christian Era is very largely the 
story of the Devil’s efforts to lead men 
astray into heresy and schism, and the 
efforts of godly men to refute these 
false doctrines by expounding the Word 
of God, and proclaiming His unchanging 
truth. There can be little doubt that 
the many unscriptural doctrines, sects, 
and “isms” abroad in the world today 
are similarly inspired by the Evil One 
and designed to keep men from the 
truth. 


4. His destiny—Finally let us turn 
our thoughts to the ultimate and in- 
evitable defeat that awaits the Devil in 
God’s good time. The Word of God 
makes it clear that the final destiny of 
the Wicked One is the “lake of fire,” 
where the great Adversary shall him- 
self “be tormented day and night for 
ever and ever.” The final victory be- 
longs to our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, who shall “reign for ever and 
ever” when “he hath put all enemies 
under his feet.” 

And in the meantime, let every child 
of God rejoice in the victory that be- 
longs here and now to those who are 
truly born of God. Present victory can 
and should be ours through the blood 
of Jesus. Just before He gained the 


mighty victory of the Cross, Jesus said 
to His disciples, “Be of good cheer, I 
have overcome the world”—and Satan 
is the god of this world. We face a

basis and with this assurance to our 
hearts that He says, “I will send thee.” 
It is easy, of course, for us quietly to 


study such passages and get the point. 
Moses, however, is too scared to do so. 
The wonderful symbolism of the burn- 


ing bush, the amazing words of comfort 


that come to him from it, seem wasted 
on the man who can only see the ap- 
palling task ahead. Five times he ex- 
presses his objections, and five times 
God answers him. The dialogue reveals 
much. 

Moses’ first objected, “Who am I that 
I should go in to Pharaoh?” (Exod. 3; 
11.) Nowadays we would express it 
less elegantly, “I just don’t have what 
it takes!” The forty years have done 
their work. Moses sees himself now as 
he is, not as the external trappings of 
the Egyptian courts made him appear 
to be. 

But the reply is of greater interest 
(Exod. 3:12). God does not say, “Oh, 
Moses, you do have what it takes! I 
saw to it that you had a first class edu- 
cation and just the right background. 
No one knows the courts of Egypt as 
you know them. You understand how 
Pharaoh thinks .. .” Instead, God 
agrees with Moses’ verdict. He says, 
“You may not have what it takes, but 
you will have Me” (Exod. 3:12). And 
He carefully follows this assurance up 
with a promise. We shall always have 
power to act if we remember God's 
presence and God’s promises. 

The second objection seems curious. 
If his first objection was, “Who am I?” 
his second might be summarized by, 
“Who are You?” He asks God to tell 
him His name, so that he in turn can 
tell it to the Israelites (Exod. 3:13). 

God’s answer to this second question 
provides us with one of. the most pro- 
found statements in Scripture, and one 
unfortunately that we do not have time 
to deal with adequately. This is the 
day on which Moses begins to know 
God. 

The words “I AM THAT I AM” 
(Exod. 3:14) are capable of two inter- 
pretations, both of which are profoundly 
true. They can mean, “There is nothing 
I can be compared with.” This should 
perhaps be the beginning of the teach- 
ing of God to any people who are igno- 
rant of Him. We can never come to an 
adequate understanding of Him by com- 
paring Him with the things He has 
made. But the words can also mean, 
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“] AM BECAUSE I AM.” Everything 
in the world is because something else 
is or was. I am because my father is 
and because my grandfather was. The 
Almighty is because He is. 


Moses remains unconvinced. His 
third protest implies that all this would 
sound too fantastic to be credible, “But, 
behold, they will not believe me, nor 
hearken unto my voice: for they will 
say, The Lord hath not appeared unto 
thee” (Exod. 4:1). The same feeling 
plagues us at times. Our message, rea- 
sonable as it is, sounds incredible when 
we put ourselves into the boots of our 
unbelieving hearers. 


But God is gracious. He gives Moses 
three miraculous signs to support His 
claims (Exod. 4:2, 6, 9). 


Commentaries are full of fanciful 
symbolic interpretations of the signs, 
but more important than their interpre- 
tation is the fact that God gave them. 
He is always prepared to give signs 
and wonders to back up the claims of 
His servants. And the signs and won- 
ders will be of the sort most calculated 
to speak to the ones we give our mes- 
sage to. The modern age demands the 
sign of a man whose life has power to 
live righteously and free from care in 
a world of tension and sin. It will be 
given to us to confirm our words if we 
are willing to hear God’s call. 


The fourth objection is - curious. 
Moses protests that he has no speaking 
ability. “Oh my Lord, I am not elo- 
quent .. . but I am slow of speech, and 
of a slow tongue” (Exod. 4:10). We 
have already seen that according to 
Stephen he was a man mighty in words. 


Once again God does not flatter. He 
does. not say, as many of us would 
have said, “Oh, rubbish, Moses! You 
know very well that you are an ex- 
tremely good speaker. Think of the 
way people applauded last time you 
gave a speech at...” This is the last 
kind of reply we need. God’s words 
are much more to-the point. He simply 
says that He has made all mouths in- 
cluding Moses’ mouth, and that He in- 
tends to be with that mouth during the 
coming years. “Who hath made. man’s 
mouth .. . have not I the Lord? Now 
therefore go, and I will be with thy 
mouth, and teach thee what thou shalt 
say” (Exod. 4:11, 12). If you-were to 
choose between eloquence and a prom- 
ise like this, which would you choose? 
Which have you chosen? 


But Moses is blind to the glory of 
God and the wonderful promises. His 
overwhelming vision is one of the hor- 
ror of the task. His final protest comes 
from the very bottom of his heart. His 
arguments are exhausted and he can do 
no more than cry, “Send ‘someone else! 
I don’t want to go!” (Exod. 4:13.) 


But God still refuses to give up His 
Principal desire (Exod. 4:16). Aaron 
can speak, but Moses will still be the 
real’ deliverer or. real prophet. It . is 
amazing that in His anger and grief He 


_ Should not. throw Moses aside | alto-

Some of us have known from our 
own experience the reality of the terror 
that Moses faced: From the bottom of 
our souls has come the cry, “No, Lord, 
I can’t and I won't.” We must have 
marveled as Moses must also have mar- 
veled in later years at the astounding 
patience of.God in sticking to His point. - 
Why did He do so? Was it because 
there was no other vessel so suitable 
as Moses? If this is so, how can we 
explain the burning bush, and the na- 
ture of God’s answers to Moses’ ob- 
jections? 

The fact of the matter is that God 
loved Moses. He chose him because He 
longed for closer fellowship with him, 
and He knew that the task He called 
him to would draw His servant closer to 
Him. It was not for what He could do 
with Moses, but for what He could be- 
come to Moses, that God called him. 

It is the real reason He calls us still. 
He does not eye us with coo] calculation 
from His lofty throne, assessing with 
caution our degrees, diploma, and vary- 
ing grades of spirituality, trying to be 
certain where we can “further His 
cause” the most. (The very stones 
would further His cause if He wanted 
them to!) 

His longing is that we might know 
Him. He values us as His sons, not for 
our usefulness: and He chooses our 
tasks in life accordingly. He wants to 
give us each the privilege of being 
called beyond the limits of our powers 
to experience the wonder of walking 
with Him.. It may mean that we shall 
need to live in Midian first—in order to 
assess realistically the pitiful absurdity 
of our “contribution to the Christian 
cause”! But after there may come the 
glory of speaking with and - knowing 
the Lord “face to face, as a man speak- 
eth unto his friend.” 

For this is what God had chiefly in 
mind for Moses, when He called Him.

God’s Unchanging Law. 
What we call the Sermon on the 
Mount was given to Christ’s. disciples 
(5:1). In it Christ gave the standards 
that should govern the Christian’s life. 
He confirmed the Old Testament moral 
law.. A. “jot” was yod in Hebrew, the 
smallest Hebrew letter; or iota in the 
Greek. A “tittle” was a small ornament 
on the Hebrew letters. The Gospels 
show us how carefully Christ fulfilled 
the Law in His own life.. The expres- 


sion “that it might be fulfilled” is com- 


mon in Matthew. One of the best books 
on the relation of law and grace, of the 
Old and New Testaments, is Crowded 
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to Christ, by L. E. Maxwell, principal of 
the’ Prairie Bible Institute’ (Wm: B. 
Eerdmans Pub. Co.,.Grand Rapids 3, 
Mich., $3).

Growing Up in Christ. 
In this passage the Lord Jesus refers 
to two texts in Leviticus: 24:20 and 
19:18; then shows how in this age. of 
grace.we ought to go beyond the strict 
requirements of the Law. In this Ser- 
mon we see the living Word as “a dis- 
cerner of the thoughts and: intents of 
the heart” (Heb. 4:12). In the passage 
before us today: He shows the need for 
and mercy, and genuine 
Godly love springing from a changed 
heart.

“Our Lord here speaks, -not 
of degrees of excellence, but of the 
kind of excellence. which was to. dis- 
tinguish His disciples and characterize 
His kingdom” (Jamieson, Fausset, and 
Brown).

God Revealed in Conscience. 
Conscience seems to be a faculty that 
God has put into man to keep him 
from becoming absolutely uncontrol- 
lable and bestial.

Titus 1:15; Heb. 9:14; 10:22.) 


Sat.—John 16:12-15. Our New Teacher. 

How thankful we should be that the 
Holy Spirit has been sent to guide us 
into all truth! As we read ‘the Word 
daily, we may look to Him constantly 
to make it clear to us and apply it t 
our hearts. Since His ministry is to 
glorify Christ, we should seek to see 
Him in the Word and give Him the 
pre-eminence in our lives’ (Col. 1:18). 
Note how clearly in this passage the 
Trinity is set forth, Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit all working together for 
our good. 


Sun.—Psalm 111. 
Reverence and Wisdom. 


If you want to say with the psalmist, 
“I will praise the Lord with my whole 
heart,” it must be right with God; 
otherwise it is like a violin with one 
or two strings out of tune. Christians 
are not careful enough in these days 
to show true reverence for God im 
many of their meetings. One way 
correct this light and flippant spirit is 
to stop and think how we would act 
if the Lord Jesus came into the room 
in person. We need often to be re 


minded of the fact that “the fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” We 
need to understand something of what 
it means to fear Him as well as to have 
reverence for Him. This helps much 
to keep us from sin.
